CITY TO MAKE $50,000 
BY PROPOSED CHANGES 


“This Is Only Way We 


Can Increase Income and 


Meet the Budget Deficit,” 
Says J. H. Ewing. 


Since council has no power to lift 
the city’s tax rate to, meet the deficit 
in the June finance sheet. and since 
#t is futile for couneil to anticipate 
more than a certain amount of revenue 
it is now proposed to increase the city’s 
revenue by raising business license 
rhs tax committee of council, headed 
by Alderman Jonas H. Ewing, set about 
this work Friday afternoon, and after 
going over the 1916 tax ordinance thor- 
oughly,. had made increases in the li- 
eense taxes of over 50 businesses. The 
revised list as proposed by the corn mit- 
tee will be submitted to council at its 
next meeting. 

“This is the only method of increasing 
revenue,“ said Alderman Ewing. “We 
cannot raise the general tax rate with- 
out securing a charter revision. We 
cannot increase the city’s income by 
marking down on the June budget a 
greater anticipated income from cer- 
tain sources of revenue than experience 
has shown will materialize. But coun- 
cil can increase business licenses.”

Stupendous Advertising 
Campaign Planned for the 
Sale of “Liberty Loan” 
Bonds in Southern States. 


The Atlanta Federal Reserv@ district 
is to have a distinctive button all its 
own for each man who purchases a 
“Liberty Loan” bond in this district. 

This was decided at the meeting of 
the “Liberty Loan” pwblicity commit- 
tee of the district at the federal re- 
serve bank Friday afternoon, at which 
time also the most stupendous adver- 
tising campaign ever undertaken in 
the southern states was outlined. 

The buttons will be bronze in color, 
about the size of and not greatly in- 
different from a soldier’s coat button, 
and upon it will be inscribed the words: 
“Tl Have Bought My Liberty Bond.“ 
No Henorary Members. : 

And there will be but one way a 
man can get one of these buttons. That 
is to put down his cash for a liberty 
bond ‘and buy it. 

“There will Se no honorary members 
of the club which will wear these but- 
tons,” said Governor Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, of the Atlanta Federal Reserve 
bank, through which the sale of the 
bonds will be conducted in this district. 
“There are men who cannot serve in 
the army, however much they might 
desire to. These men can do their part 
in the war by purchasing liberty bonds 
and the button will be an insignia of 
service rendered to the country just 
as much as the khaki of a soldier. 
There will be no slackers masquerading 
under a liberty bond button in the 
Atlanta district.” : 

To guard against any possibility of 
others obtaining the buttons, they will 
be stored in the vaults of the Atlanta 


Federal Reserve bank and guarded 


i there just as closely as gold. The b 


tons will be delivered to banks and 
trust companies and other institutions: 
through which the-sate will be ‘conduct- | 
ed, and Governor McCord will require 
a receipt for the buttons so delivered. 

Every one of the buttons will subse- 
quently have to be accounted for just 
as strictly as money, and Governor 
McCord will demand either the return 
of each button or a bond sold for the 
button. 

Every Man Can Buy. 

It was pointed out at the committee 

meeting that the bonds are to be issued 


in sueh small denominations and offered 
upon such terms that there is hardly a 


‘man who cannot | afford to buy one. 
There will be bonds in denominations 
as low as 350, and banks will ‘»ffer 
these on the extended payment plan 
upon terms practically at the dicta- 
tion of the purchaser. For instance, 
for the man who really desires to serve 
his country in this way it would not 
be a difficult matter for him to buy 
a $50 liberty bond at $1 per week 
for 50 weeks. . 

It was further pointed out at the 
meeting that the more general the pur- 
chase of the bonds the more business 
will be stimulated. Money thus placed

Premier Tells Conimons the 
Shipping Losses Are De- 
creasing and That U-Boats 
Cannot Win the War.

WAR RISK INSURANCE 
SHOWS MARKED DECREASE 


New York, May 25.—War risk in- 
surance on out-bound vessels to the 
United Kingdom showed a marked 
decrease today in the London mar- 
ket, according to loeal underwriters. 
A general reduction öf about 33 1-3 
per cent from the higher quotations 
of early May prevailed, and in same 
instances a reduction of 50 per cent 
was recorded. 


London, May 25.— Premier Lloyd- 
George, on announcing in the house of 
commons today that more effective 
blows had been dealt submarines in the 
last three weeks than during any cor- 
responding period of the war, paid a 
tribute to the assistance of the Ameri- 
can navy, saying: 

We owe a very considerable debt 
of gratitude to the great American 
people for the effective assistance they 
have rendered and the craft they have 
placed at our disposal. Now that the 
American nation is in the war it 
easier to per arrangements for 
protection” of “dur mercantile ma 
than it was aber 2 . 

The statement was loudly cheered. 

Rei swe * 

The premier’s statement on subma- 
rine’ warfare was altogether the most 
Satisfactory heard in England in many 
months, 

“During the last ee weeks or 
month we have dealt more effectively 
with submarines than during any cér- 
responding period of the war. This is 
true of this week as well as of the 
preceding weeks. There is no doubt the 


effect will be made manifest in a con- 


siderable reduction of our shipping 
losses. 

“It is true we are not through the 
month of May, but if the ratio of losses 
during the last twenty-five days is not 
exceeded then the reduction upon April | 
will be very considerable. Indeed, there 
does not seem to be any reason to an- 
ticipate any worse figures in the com- 
ing week. The arrangements made for 
dealing with submarines have been in- 
creasingly efficient. 


U-Boats Cant Win War. 

“The submarine menace need cause 
no fear that the war is going to be 
lost for that reason,” he declared. 

“I see that today the Germans are 


depending mainly on submarine war- 


fare for success,“ said Mr. Lloyd- 
George. “All I can say is that if that 
is their main hope of success, it is 
doomed to disappointment. I say it 
with a full sense of responsibility and 
on behalf of the government, after full 
consideration of the whole facts. That 
does not mean that the people need 
not economize, that farmers need not 
plough their land. It means that if 
every one does his duty the German 
hope of triumph in the war based on 
submarines is the greatest miscalcula- 
tion in the whole series of miscalcula- 
tions of that sated empire. If every one 
does his duty patriotically, each in his 
own way to the common stock, then 1 
say the submarine is not going to de- 
feat us.” : 

“I think the nation,” Mr. Lioyd- 


George continued, “has every good fea- 
son to congratulate itself upon the sub- 
stantial improvement and I may say un- 
expectedly early improvement in deal- 
ing with the submarine menace.” 

Turning to the food supply the pre- 
mier said: 

“There is a distinct improvement in 
our food prospects as a result of the 
improvement in the submarine situa- 
tion. It is very difficult, however, to 
give a favorable answer which would 
not be mischievous. If I were to say 
there is no dhnger of starvation of the 
people, I would be saying, What's the 
good of cutting up our grass land, and 
what's the good of rationing? 

“The people must not rush from one 
extreme to another. We must appeal to 
the common sense of the nation. 1 
say that if the nation economizes and

On Wilson’s Insistence 
Conferees Adopt New Cen- 
sorship Provision—Section 
Greatly Modified. 


Washington, May 25.—Conferees on 
the espionage bill have drawn a 80- 
called modified newspaper censorship 
section which will be brought before 
congress with the influence of the ad- 
ministration for inclusion in the pend- 
ing bill. It must be accepted by both 
houses to become part of the bill. 

The wording of the new section con- 
fines prohibited publication exclusively 
to military information and retains the 
provision that a jury shall decide 
whether published information is use- 


ful to the enemy. It is considered a 
much more liberal gection than others 
previously proposed by the administra- 
tion. 

The conferees also agreed on the 
senate amendment to empower the 
President to declare export embargoes. 
It is designed to prevent shipments of 
supplies to Germany through neutrals. 

The agreements will be formally pre- 
sented tomorrow. 

Text of Provision. 

The ‘text of the section as now pre- 
sented to congress follows: 

“When the United States is at war, 
the publishing wilfully of information 
with respect to the movement, num- 
bers, equipment, description, or dispo- 


sition of any of the armed forces of 
the United States in naval or military 
operations, or wi respect to any of 
the works taken intended for the for- 
tification or defense of any place, 
which information is or may be useful 
to the enemy, is hereby prohibited; and 
the president may, from time to time, 
by proclamation, declare the character 
of such above-described information 
which is or may be useful to the en- 
emy, and in any prosecution hereunder 
the jury trying the case shall deter- 
mine not only whether the defendant 
did wilfully publish such information 
as set out in the indictment, but also 


whether such information was of such | 


character as was or might have- been 
useful to the enemy: Provided, that 
nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to limit or restrict any discus- 
sion, comment or criticism of the acts 
or policies of the government or its 
representatives or the publication of 
the same. 

“Whoever violates this séction shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine of not more than $10,000 or by 
imprisonment for not more than five 
years, or both.“ , 

The new section was prepared by 
Chairman Webb, of the house judiciary 
committee.

Hope prevailed among supporters of 
censorship that most of the democrats 
and some republicans, despite the fact 
that house ‘republicans in conference 
have voted against all forms of cen- 
re gat would support the new sec- 

on. 

The new section is the result of 
President Wilson’s personal insistence 
on some sort of censorship. 
he called the senate conferees to the 
white house and told them one must 
be included. Doubtful of its success, 
they agreed to prepare one and sound 
out sentiment in both houses. 

The conferees also agreed, subject 
only to formal action at tomorrow’s 
meeting, to the senate amendments ex- 
tending the use of search warrants and 
for a censofship of the mails.

OR NAVY WILL NOT 
HAVE TO REGISTER 


Governor Nat E. Harris received Fri- 


day a telegram from Provost Marshal 
General Crowder, at Washington, advis- 
ing him that the president holds under 
the selective draft act that it will not 
be necessary for “members of any duly 
organized and recognized force, military 
or naval, subject under other laws of 
the United States to be called” into 


service to register for draft 

The telegram which Governor Harris 
received from the provost marshal gen- 
eral is as follows: 

“The president holds that the selective 
draft service act of May 18 and the procla- 
mation and registration regulations of the 
same date do not require of members of 
any duly organized and recognized force, 
military or naval, subject under other laws 
of the United States to be called, ordered 
or drafted into military or naval service of 
the United States; and in order that this 
construction may be made plain he directs 
that sections 4 and 61 of the registration 
regulations of May 18 be constru as if the 
second sentence in each section reads as 
follows: The only exceptions are persons 
in the military or naval service of the 
United States, which includes all officers 
and enlisted men of the regular army, the 
the officers’ reserve 
corps, the enlisted resere corps recognied 
dy the military bureau of the war depart- 
ment, the navy, the marine corps, the coast 
guard and the naval militia, naval reserve 
force, marine corps reserve and national 
naval volunteers recognized by the navy 
department.’ The proclamation of May 18 
will be construed accordingly.“

They have eliminated whisky, a twin 
evil, and so I concluded to try and 
arouse sentiment against the pistol. I 
addressed a circular letter to every 
member of the coming general assem- 
bly, calling on them to aid in the 
fight. 1 received numbers of letters in 


reply, all pledging hearty support. 

“I come from 4 section of the state 
where a great many misguided youths 
and some older and equally irresponsi- 
ble grown people seem to think they 
are not properly dressed to appear in 
public unless they have a pistol in their 
pocket. My community is no worse 
than others. either. In the replies 1 
have received from legislators 1 find 
this condition prevails throughout the 
state. 

“It is true the menace of the pistol 
has been lessened a great deal by the 
elimination of whisky, but in view of 
the fact that there is no legitimate ex- 
cuse for a private citizen carrying a pis- 
tol 1 think they ought to be prohib- 
ited. 

Cites Killing in Telfair. 

“Only a few weeks ago one of the 
leading Citizens of my county was shot 
down by a school teacher, the killing 
taking place in our county courthouse. 
Had the school teacher been without 
his pistol at the, time of the quarrel, 
the tragedy could have deen averted, 
but he dréw it before anyone realized 
that he was armed. Because he had the 
pistol at the psychological momenta life 
was sniffed out, six children were left 
fatherless and a wife left a widow. On 
the other hand, the murderer is now 
serving the balance of his life in the 
state prison and his wife and children 
are stigmatized. 

“It developed at the trial that this 
man had carried a pistol for a number 
of years. It had become a habit with 
him. It could be nothing more. His 
calling did not demand that he go 
armed. 

“I know of young boys in my section 
who carry pistols regularly. In some 
cases these youths are members of 
good familics. Many times they get into 
trouble just because they have been 
handy while in the heat of passion. 
Only a few weeks ago I came into my 
office just in time to see a young man 
take an automatic pistol from one of my 
bookcases where he had it in hiding 
and place it in his hip pocket. That 
boy was attending our local college and 
came from a fine family. 

“The Georgia legislature has done a 
fine work in climinating whisky, and I 
think they could do nothing better than 
to place the pistol out of reach of those 
who are in the habit of carrying them. 

The Only Remedy. 

“It ig true we have a law against 
carrying them concealed. The law al- 
lows you to carry one provided you have 
alicense. | know of certain young men 
down my way who have one of these 
permits, which 1 understand costs only 


fifty cents. Two of these boys, young 


men about 21 to.25, were out looking 
for a neighbor a few Sundays ago with 
their licensed pistols buckled to their 
side. Their grievance was that the 


neighbor had poisoned their sheep-kill- 


ing dog, a thing he ought to have done. 
Suppose these reckless, irresponsible 
youths had met this man? That fifty- 
cent license would not have protected 
him much, I am thinking. 

“The only sure remedy for the evil is 
in 
It ought to be against the law 
to bring one into the state. I am not 
hunting publicity in this fight. 1 am 
only taking an initiative that it seemed 
to me like no one else would take, in 
order that what I consider the greatest 
‘menace to.society in this state may be 
eliminated. I am receiving strong aid 
from such papers as The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, The Savannah Press, The Ma- 
con News, a large majority of the state 
weekly press, and, as I have already 
said, a great number of the members of 
the coming general assembly.”

WANTED IN ATLANTA 


700 Men Needed for Fifth, 
and 300 for Artillery, Cav- 
alry, Field Hospital and 
Medical Corps. 


In addition to the seven hundred 
men already needed for the infantry 
companies of the Fifth regiment, three 
hundred morg men are needed for bat- 
tery B, of field artillery, troops L and 
F, second squadron Georgia cavalry,. 
field hospital corps No. 1, now attached 
to the Seventeenth infantry, and the 
medical corps detachment of the Fifth 
regiment. Orders from the adjutant 
general were received at headquarters 
of the Fifth Friday for the recruiting 
to maximum strength of these units. 

“We want to fill up with vojun- 
teers entirely,” Colonel Orville Hall, 
commander of the Fifth regiment, said 
Friday; “We have so many fine At- 
lanta families represented in our ranks 
and all of us are volunteers, that we 
want to have the rest of the strength 
come from this city.” 

“Governor Harris has been in Wash- 
ington for some time, and while there 
he called upon the adjutant general of 
the United States army in regard to 
this selective draft question for volun- 
teer organizations. The adjutant gen- 
eral informed the governor that addi- 
tional time would be allowed the Fifth 
to recruit volunteers, even after the 
draft commences. 

Geod Records Are Made. 

“All of our men have been doing 
their utmost to get Atlanta youths to 
join the Fifth, and some remarkable 
records have been made by a few men 
who seem to have a special talent in 
this direction. Still, we need a great 
many more, and it looks like a dubious 
proposition at the rate recruiting is 
progressing now. After the day of 
registration we expect to be overwork- 
ed with applications, because it is nat- 
ural that Atlanta boys want to be in 
what is distinctively an Atlanta regi- 
ment, and want to go to war under 
Atinata officers.”

RELIEF PROMISED 
IN CAN SHORTAGE 


Some Shipments Will Prob- 
ably Be Started for South- 
ern States Soon, Says Sec- 
retary D. F. Houston. 


Some shipments of cans, helping to 


relieve the present shortage in Dixie, 
will probably be started to the south- 
ern states within the next few days, ac- 
cording to a letter which Walter G. 
Cooper, secretary of the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, received yesterday 
from United States Secretary of Agri- 
culture D. F. Houston. 

The letter outlines the plans which 
have -previously been made public 
whereby the department of agriculture 
and the department of commerce pro- 
pose to furnish cans for canning clubs. 


The letter follows in part: 

The department has been in communica- 
tion with can manufacturers and certain 
of them have agreed to give preference to 
orders for cans needed by local canning or- 
ganizations, when ordered in carioad lots. 
The orders will be sent through the. usual 
channels, but probably will not be honored 
until the department informs the can man- 
ufacturers of the actual need for the cans. 


The department proposes to get this infor- 


mation through the county ents and state 
extension directors, who ll first satis- 
fy themselves that the cans will be put 
2 — purposes and not used for specu- 
ation. . 

It ts not possible for this department to 
guarantee the delivery of cans, but aid 
will be given. as indieated and we expect 
this to be effective. Some shipments prob- 
ably will be started to the southern states 
within a few days. 

It is suggested that those people seeking 
cans be intrusted to get in touch with the 
canning clubs in their districts or with our 
county agents, and through the latter with 
Mr. Phil Campbell, director of extension 
work, stationed at Athens. Ga.

Washington, May 25.—Treasury offi- 
cilals today closed the international 
ledger for May with another debit to 
the British government of $75,000,000, 
bringing ‘the total thus far loaned 
Great Britain up to $400,000,000. A 
payment of $75,000.000 also was made 
to Italy, on her credit of $100,000,000 
previously announced.

washington, May ~The adminis- 
tration’s trading with the enemy bill 
was introduced in the house today by 
Representative Adamson, chairman of 
the interstate and foreign commerce 
committee. It is modeled somewhat 
after the British act and would forbid 
and penalize trading of Americans with 
enemy, directly or indirectly. 

The ‘measure also would authorize 
utilization of patents held by alien en- 
emies, and provide for the care and 
disposition of certain classes of enemy. 
property until the war is over. 

Members of the cabinet and other 
officials participated in conferences 
which preceded the drafting of the 
bill, which is to be pressed for pass- 
age as soon as other war measures are 
out of the way. 

Violation of the trading with the ene- 
my section would be punishable by a 
fine of not more than $10,000 or impris- 
onment of not more than ten years, or 
both. The section would make it un- 
lawful for any rson in the United 
States, except under a license from the 
secretary of commerce, to trade or at- 
tempt to trade or to have any busi- 
ness or commercial intercourse what- 
ever, directly or indirectly, with a cit- 
izén of any enemy country or the ally 
of an enemy. 

Furthermore, it would forbid the 
transportation or attempt to transport 
out of or into the United States of an 
enemy or an ally of an enemy, or the 
transmission or attempt to transmit out 
of the country of any document intend- 
ed for an enemy or ally of an enemy. 

Enemies or their allies and rtner- 
ships of which they are members or 
were members at the beginning of the 
war, would be forbidden to change 
their names except under license from 
the secretary of commerce.

Washingtos, May 25.—A categorical 
denial that any American naval vessels 
have been sunk in the war was issued 
tonight by Secretary Daniels to coun- 
teract a campaign of vicrous rumors 
that is being carried on 80 industrious- 
ly by persons unknown.” It was the 
first official notice to be taken of a 
flood of reports of naval disasters that 
started almost as soon as it was known 
that American destroyers were in the 
war zone. 

“It is with deep regret, Said the sec- 
retary in a formal statement, “that I 
note the daily stream of false reports 
with regard to the sinking of 3 
can ships. Brokerage wires are a par- 
ticular source of these baseléss rumors. 
that cannot but be the cause of needless 
distress to every true American, as well 
as to the mothers and fathers of the 
nation who have sons at sea. 

“The department ‘has given repeated 
assurances that its policy is to be one 
of absolute frankness with respect to 
disaster. If it should be that ships 
are sunk full information will be given 
out officially and quickly. 

“The reason for these false reports 
cannot be aseertained. The one hope is 
that the press will refuse to aid this 
campaign of vicious rumor that is be- 
ing carried on so industriously by per- 
sons unknown.”’ 

Although only in remote cases have 
sensational rumors found their way into 
print, their distribution has been wide- 
spread and in some cases their influ- 
ence has been marked by wide fluctua- 
tions in grain, cotton and stock ex- 
changes. The Washington correspond- 
ents and newspaper services have had 
innumerable queries about reported, dis- 
asters to one or another destroyer, or 
battleship, and one rumor widely cir- 
culated told of a mythical engagement 
off Helgoland in which a large num- 
ber of American ships were supposed to 
have been lost. 

All of these stories have been denied 
informally by the navy censor, and hun- 
dreds of newspapers, acting under a 
voluntary censorship and relying on 
the government’s assurances of a poli- 
cy of frankness, have refrained from 
publishing them. :
